On the basis of this fundamental

course as herself. 

Tt was for these reasons that her 
Government signed the Protocol of 
15 September, which is based on the 
above essential conditions. A found- 
ation has thus been laid for the 
protection of Japanese sights and 
interests, for the preservation of 
the territorial integrity of Manchu- 
Kuo, and for the assurance of Man- 
n safety against external and 
internal menaces, 

‘The Report, in a striking passage, 
alludes to the salient feature of the 
situation, that the position is not 
static, ‘The “process of evolution”: 
and the fact that “events,...are 
still developing from day to day” 
(p. 182) indicate that it is the fune- 
tion of the League Council to take 
account of these developments. In 
studying the Report, with due regard 
to the view thus expressed by the 
Commisson, the Council must neces- 
sarily desite to have full informa- 
tion regarding current even 
(which in point of fact will be found 
to exhibit continued confusion in 
China Proper and steady progress 
on, the part of Manchukuo). Such 
information the Japanese Govern- 
ment are always ready to supply 
within the limits of their power. 

As regards certain practical sug- 
gestions whieh are put forward in 
Chapter X, the remark of the Re- 
port that “it is not the function of 
the Commission to submit directly 
to the governments of China and 
Japan recommendations for the solu 
tion of the present dispute,” is aj 
proved as a proper one in’ view of 
the Commission's terms of reference. 
It is clear that the suggestions aro 
‘merely intended as an illustration of 
one way in which the general princi 
ples advanced in Chapter IX ‘mizhe 
be applied. Besides this, it is ap- 
parent from the manner in which 
the Report deals the possible even- 
































tualities. of the carly recognition 
of Manchukuo by "5 pan that 
its authors considered that in swe 
4 ease the importance of thet 3 
gestion would be considerably d 
nished, ‘for they” make ‘erly. the 
Vague observation that they "do Hot 
think thelr work would thereby have 
deen rendered valueless,” and that 
ragestions might still be "help:

(b) They appear also to:be too 
refined and. intricate, and not ade 
aptable*to. the realities of the Far 
East, “Such plan as is advanced 
by the Commission” calls ‘for the 
minimum requirement that the ditt 
ferent Parties shall each possess the 
sine qua non of a. strong. stable 
fovernnent, To attempt to apply 
these suggestions to the solution 
the Manchurian question, which 


























one of unprecedented complexity,

(c) Nor is it considered practi 
cal to de-militarize Manchuria, and 
‘maintain peace and order by an in- 
ternational gendarmerie. It is ques- 
Nionable whether even in Europe, 
Jorder could possibly be maintained 
throughout so vast a territory by 
auch a aystem. It could never satisty 
the Manchurians, and it would be a 
source of great anxiety to the| 
Japanese Government, as. it would 
foment unrast and disturbances. in 
Manchuia, vhich is exactly what 
Japan desires to avoid. It would 
make matters worse than the res- 
oration of the status quo ante, 
which is rejected by the Report 
So much for the conerete sugges- 
tions of Chapter X. As regards the 
more abstract principles of Chapter, 
IX, on which these tentative sug- 
geitions are based, certain of these, 
to which Japan has no fundamental 
objection, have found concrete ap- 
plication in the Protocol. signed by, 
Japan and Manchukuo, But, in any 
‘view of the matter it follows from 
the tenth and the last of these 
principles that the others (and 
expecially those numbered 4—9 in- 
elusive) cannot be applied “without 
ja strong central government in 
China”: and therefore there can be 
Ro question of thei application as 
Tong as the present anarchical state 
lof things persists.

‘The Pekinese have, of course, lost 
much in prestige, excitement,” and 
Interest, since their city has ceased 
to be the capital. On the other hand, 
they have gained in peace of mind 
and in“ freedom from the former 
ever-present fear of looting’ by 
fostife armies. But qolte: certain} 
they have lost in trade, and in the 
means of earning their living. The 
mere fact that all the government 
offices have been removed from here, 
in which were employed hundreds and 
thousands of officals, the chief spend- 
‘ers in China, hax alone meant a loss 
fof millions to the inhabitants. In 
‘addition it Yas meant an end to all 
government contracts and loans, all 
fof which brought handsome profits 
‘thay filtered down through hundreds 
ind. "Nor has there naturally 

Been any more building of gover 
meng offices and private residences, 
of which there war quite a lot being 
farried out the "period 
fetiween the downfall of the  M 
chus and the ‘success of the Kuo 
fmintang. Tt ix therefore not sur- 
prising that, prior to the Manchurian 
Tmbroglio, the population of Peking 
Js tald to have decreased by nearly 
fewenty five per cent. For a th 
fafter the removal of the capi 
there was ‘considerable activity in 
Various small local manufactures 
for export, such as carpets, clois- 
sone, brassware, and other modern 
curio stuff; and for about two years 
or s0 these grades prospered greatly 
find gave employment to many thou 
sands. In recent. days the” world 
economic erty hax begun to make 
fteelf felt even up here, and these 
trades are now all. completely 
stagnant. All the same, the figure 
of sinter cent for the unempey- 
ea i, Beking’ which according to 
fertain news-agency was given ou 
by the "Kuomintang “Publicity 
Bureau at Nanking is quite patent- 
ly absurd, ‘There is, of coumie, a 
certain amount. of’ unemployrient 
ere, but compared with other towns 
im China and in ghe world generally 
is by no means high.” 

Though their means of living have 
been thus geduced and straitencd, 
the inkabitints of Peking have not 
seen the slightest diminution in 
their local taxes.

Application to Council for 
Further Financial Aid. 


Applications have been submitted 
to the Couneil by and on behalf of 
the Royal Asiatic Society for in- 
creased financial support by the 
Council and also for exemption from 
taxation on its new building except 
in the nominal amount of Tis. 97.80 
per annum. 

When these appli . 
considered by the Finance Commit- 
tee, the Chairman recalled that dur- 
ing 1981 and 1982 the Council a 











thorized a building grant of Tis. 
50,000 to this Society. lt would 
appear that prior to the néw build 
ing being erected this Society failed 
to take steps to ensure that its 
fands for working expenses would 
bbe adequate. 


‘The Council at pre-

1,000, and the Society 
now requested that this be increased 
to Tis. 12,000. 

From information submitted by 
the Acting Treasurer and Control

While not inappreciative of the 
cultural value of the activities of 
this Society, members of the Comi- 
mittee cencurred with the Acting 
Treasurer that, inasmuch as these 
amenities were available for all re- 
sidents of Shanghai, this Society. 
should endeavour to obtain financial 
support from the adjoining mu 
cipalities. An annual grant of Tis 
200 was made by the French Muni- 
cipal Council. The Finance Com 
mittee, however, considered that, 
consideration of the amenities pro- 
ided by the Society, its application 
for exemption from taxation 
merited favourable consideration. 
In conformity with the Council 
policy, and in order clearly to show 
the ‘cost involved by subsidizing 
works of Bienfaisance, “members 
were of opinion that the Society 
Should be ealled upon to pay: munt- 
‘cipal taxation on the full assessment 
and that a grant equivalent to that 
amount should be favourably con- 
sidered. ‘The Committee, therefore, 
recommended that in addition to the 
existing annual grant of Tls. 1,000, 
an additional grant equivalent to 
the amount of the General Municipal 
Rate which the Royal Asiatic 
iety would bo required to pay 
on its new premises, be authorized.

ENROLMENT AT COUNCILS 
NORMAL SCHOOL. 


‘The Acting Superintendent of 
Education submitted to the Educa. 
tion Board at its recent meeting 
further report. on the Couneil’s 
Normal School showing a total 
enrolment ef 60 for the curront 
term and stating that fees from 
85 external, students amounting to 
{$520 had been received. ‘The unusu- 
ally large enrolment had noces- 
sitated the engagement of four 
additional lecturers. As it was now 
two weeks since the courses of 
study began, members endorsed his 
‘recommendation that no additional 
students be admitted 

‘A member suggested that so far 
as external students were concerned 
the comparatively low fees in force 
at this school should apply only to 
those who took the whole cour 
and that those who enrolled only for 
tho purpose of improving  theit 
knowledge of English should bo 
required to pay a higher fee. 

In view of the opinion expressed 
by the Acting Superintendent that 
presumably the considerably higher 
enrolment this term was due to the 
publicity given to the activities of 
this school by the Press Information 
Officer, the Chairman's suggestion 
was adopted that no change be made 
in the fees until the demand for 
the facilities provided by the school 
‘was more firmly established, ‘They 
agreed, however, as to the desirabil- 
ity of the facilities afforded by this, 
school being brought to the notice 
of the Couneil’s schools ior foreign 
children.
